KUPZIS-TQRNAXOV Vladimir was bornj Apr!*, WPJ . In Tims , 
Caucasian Hu bs la, attended school tfiere and studied pharmacy. 

In February I^?l Subject and his family left Tlflis and fled tho 
connranist revolution to Riga* Latvia, where Subject established 
himself as a pharmacist. On 15 September 193^ Subject left 
Latvia and on 20 December 193^ Joined the Spanish Republican Aray. 
He participated In the Spanish olvll war and attained the rank 
of Major. On 8 February 1939 Subject joined the flight of the 
remnants of the Spanish Republican Army and crosned the border 
into PrnnLe, and was interned at Caip de Curs, Department dee 
Pyrenes. 

On 20 September 1939, Subject was released from the French 
Internment Camp iu. permitted to join the 12th Foreign Legion 
Infantry Regiment, with which he served at the Marne front during 
the Oerman attack In 1940, distinguishing himself, and earning 
several decorations until he was wounded on 6 June 1940. He was 
then hospitalised at Lumauat, Southern France, where he remained 
until ?-7 August 1940 when he received his French certificate of 
demobilisations 
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Subject found employment through a recommendation of his 
former Commanding Officer and worked at the “Ecole de Carbonisat- 
ion” Ht St. Paul Lez Durance from September 19 UO to PS August . ^

?oche, Paris . He served in "Abteilung ^b" , the Russian flection 
called "Betreuung der Runfliechen Rmigronten in Traakfeich, 
und Bclgien under SS-Cbereturmfuehrer JETZIROER (fnu'. 

Subject worked directly with the former C7P Lieutenant and 
Inter S?-Untersturmfuahrer HIEKAHN (fnu). One SS-Oberstunn- 
fuehrer HOTTMAlT' Hans v'B, ^3 chief of the indigenous 8D 
personnel, rperonaible for Subject* a conduct, and Subject tranfl- 
ferred In February 1943 to the Gestano with HOFFMANT, J*e 
worked out of a he-'douarters located in Rue de Saussaus, Paris. 

Subject admitted th»t he tortured numerous persons during 
Ms career as an interpreter and interrogator for the SB in 
Paris. He attributed these actions to the duress under which 
he had been »■ laced by SS-Obereturmfuehrer K07JWAN2?, He admitted 
readily that he had 11 treated” Princess Boris OAltTZINB, but 
neserted that his chief, HOFTKAHN, had done most of the "work , 
Because of Subject’s diligence and excellent qualifications, 
HOTFMAHfl expanded hie field of activity to include the "handling 1 
of German nationals residing or entering Trance. 

I* June 194 p Subject and all other employees of the SB, 
whether in the "yolkadeutecbe' 1 category, ae Subject was, or 
merely foreign nationals, were uniformed. They wore the regular 
field-grey SS uniform, with insignia of rmk etc. , but without 
the S3 Runic signs. Subject v-s given the rank of n 0bersch°r- 
fuehrer'. 

On 17 August 19 :! 4 Subject joined the flight of the SB 
from Trance to a rest and assembly area at Reuatadt d.d. 

'fains trasae, Germany, arriving there 10 September 1944, After 
a few week* of inactivity, 3ubjeot wa3 sent to ?'etz» Trance, in 
October 19^4 to work there with "SB Einsatxkommando WBBSOH" , 
named after one SS-Faunteturofuehrer WUESCH (fnu), who had been 
SB chief in Orleans, Trance. Subject immediately obtained leave 
and went to Berlin with the intention of securing his release 
from SB service by joining the White Ruse inn forces of General 
YIarrov. ’/hen he returned, on l r > December 1944, to "SB Sinaatz- 
kommando WUESCH" , which was then located at Trier, Germany* 
he was told that nermifleion had been granted to transfer to the 
VX.ASSOV forcen. However, when Subject reported in Berlin, he was 
screened by the 3D and t61d that, in view of hie Spanish Rermb- 
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licnn Arm*/ nnd Trench foreign legion background, he wno not acceptable. 

Subject then traveled via breslau, Gerinny, to Xarlnhnd, CSR, where he 
met friend* from hlB Riga, Lutvln days, who In the meantime had ocnulred 
influential -OBitions with General 7LA33QV, These friends procured nanere 
for him and sent him to Salsburg, with n recommendation to General 'fUUCUl, 
who had been charged with activating a ’v^hlte Russian Division In Salzburg. 
Subject arrived 8 Arril 19^5 In Salzburg, purchased n^comio-opera" uniform, 
and was commissioned a Major by General TtJRXtJL,

7LA3SOV soldier, vas not taken prisoner. He subsequently entered Parse h

Subject had admitted that he wee an BD Agent in Paris, Prance, l 6 
July I 9 U? to August 19 ^ 1 • and that during this period, he maltreated, among 
othere, one Trlnceea Boris GALITZIHE. It is therefore th e ooinion of this Agent 
that he is identical with the personality "KPDPTIS or KTPTIS Vl ft dimir H , who is wanted 
by the Trench Services as a v ar Criminal, Subject has bepn nreested and Interned 
in Camp Karons V. Orr* sending receipt of request for his extradition from the 
Prenoh authorities concerned. 
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
